To that one fault the intrepid 
airman attributed the failure. 


FILTER CLOGS. 


“The trouble was all due to 
fitting a filter in the water pipe 
to catch the loose pieces cf 
solder which shake loose after 
several hours’ running and are 
invariably getting in the water 
Pump and causing trouble.

SLAYER OF MISSOURI 
SHERIFF IS LYNCHED. 


TWENTY - FOUR MEN TAKE 
PKISONER FROM JUDGE'S 
OFFICE AND HANG HIM. 


NIGHT WIRE.) 
LAMAR (Mo.) May  28.—Jay 


Lynch, confessed slayer of Sheriff 
John Harlow of Barton county, and 
the Sheriff's son, was hanged here 
today by a mob, which took him 
from the hands of officers and 
lynched him in the Courthouse 
yard. Lynch had pleaded guilty to 
the charge and had been given a 
sentence of life imprisonment by 
Judge B. G. Thurman. The mur- 
der of which he wus convicted took 
place March 3. 

After sentence was passed, Judge 
Thurman, fearing violence, had the 
prisoner taken into his private of- 
fice. About 600 persons were in 
the courtroom. Lynch was guarded 
by seven officers. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock, twenty- 
four men came into the private of- 
fice of the judge, overpowered the 


guar and, putting a rope around 
Lynch’‘s ‘neck, dragged him out and 
ed him. 


YARD IS FILLED. 


The yard was filled with persons 
who had come out of the courtroom. 

Lynch's wife, baby, mother and 
sister were in the judge’s office 
when he was taken out. His hand- 
cuffs had been removed so he might 
hold his baby, and he had given the 
child back to its mother when the 
men entered. 

Lynch is.one of few white men 
to be lynched in Missouri. 

Capital punishment is not possible 
under a law enacted in 1917. An 
attempt was made during the re- 
cent session of the Legislature to 
repeal this law, but was defeated 
in the House. The attempt was 
made shortly after the Lynch shoot- 
ing and the chief supporter in the 
House was Representative Chan- 
cellor of Barton county, where 
Lynch was hanged. 

Lynch was first confined at La- 
mar on the request of St. Louis 
authorities, where he was charged 
with box car robbery. March 3, 
in response to a 
request of Lynch to use the long 
distance telephone, opened his cell. 
| Lynch drew a revolver and shot the 
‘sheriff, killing him instantly. The 
on of the sheriff came to his 
father’s rescue and also was shot 
Ly Lynch. He died two days later. 

BLOODHOUNDS TRAIL. 

A posse with | bloodhounds at- 
tempted to trail Lynch, but failed. 
| Leaving Lamar, Lynch went to 
Kansas City, and from there to St. 
Louis, where he obtained funds 
from friends. Going to Jackson- 
ville, Ils, he purchased a motor 
car and started West. He was re- 
fused permission to cross the Mex- 
ican border and continued on to 
Los Angeles. Coming back Fast, 
he was recognized at La Junta, 
Colo., by a resident of Lamar, and 
apprehendéd May 14, shortly after 
which he was brought back to 
Missouri and confined at Butler.

Sheriff Harlow and his son, 
mother and wife were supposed to 
have smuggied it to him. They 
were held itmmediately after his 
escape on the charge of being ac- 
cessories to the crime.

The men who did the iynching 
gave no evidence of being armed 
and went about the work in a man- 
ner which indicated that the hang- 
ing had been planned previously,

A DESPERATE MAN. 


REFUSES TO GRANT RELEASE 
UNDER’ SUBORNATTION OF 


PERJURY CHARGE. 


E. Hill, former members of the po- 
lice flying squadron, charged with 
violating the opium smuggling law, 
had a busy day, yesterday, in their 
trial before United States District 
Judge Trippet and a jury. 

The testimony of a half-dozen 
witnesses was taken, regarding their 
alleged participation in the hold-up 
of Hom Hong, a Chinese, at a Pasa- 
dena store, and William F. Edmon- 
son, a co-defendant, who turned 
State's evidence, directly connected 
both men in his testimony with the 
sale of the opium alleged to have 
been secured from Hom Hong, when 
he was robbed of $4000 in cash, on 
the night of February 9, last, and 
fifty cans of opium. — 

After the conclusion of the tes- 
timony for the day. Judge Trippet 
took up the alleged contempt of 
court allegations contained in the 
affidavits of M. A. Ammons and 
wife, the father-in-law and mother- 
in-law, respectively, of W. E. Hill. 

Assistant United States District- 
Attorney Palmer thought Hill ought 
to be kept in jail, as he stated that 
memders of the Ammons family are 


testimony of a witness that Hill 
had threatened to kill Hom Hong. 
Who was robbed. of the $4000 and 
fifty cans of opium, if he did not 
lay off Hill. Frank Domingues 
pleaded that Hill be allowed to go 
free on a bond. 

„ Judge Trippet sald the evidence 
in the case and furnished by the 
affidavits shows that Hill is a des- 
perate man; that he has threatened 
to get “both the opium and the 
money,” and had told Officer Charlies 
Jones that he would kill Hom Hong 
if the latter said he was engaged 
in the hold-up. The charge as it 
now stands against Hill is subor- 
nation of perjury. 

Just what is to be done with 
Hill will be determined this morn- 
ing at 9:33 a.m. when Judge Trip- 
pet will meet the attorneys in his 
chambers.

The work of the State Agricultural 
Society was reviewed at some length 
by President Roeding.*who gave the 
Governor credit for the new agri- 
cultural bill and predicted that it 
would be the means of inaugurating 
a new era in the financial opera- 
tions of the State government.

_ Regarding the conduct of the State 
board in the past. Mr. Roeding did 
not blame its members solely for 
their course in conducting it sole- 
ly tn the Interest of horse racing. 
“We are now seeing things in a 
different light.” he continued. “Our 
greatest difficulty is in securing 
funds with which to carry on work 
that will be of direct benefit to the 
people of California. We have an 
appropriation of $6000 a year for 
the compilation and publication of 
the board's annual report which is 
a veritable mine of information, in 
demand at Washington, in foreign 
countries and by officials in all the 
States of the Union. I would urge 
upon the State Commissioner of 
Horticulture and the University of 
California their hearty co-operation 
to the end that this report may be 
made more extensive and according- 
ly of more direct value to the farm- 
ers and fruit growers of California.” 
FOR GREATER STATE FAIR. 
The erection of the new agri- 
cultural and horticultural building 
at Sacramento, costing $300,000, 
was referred to as marking a new 
era for the State Fair. It was de- 
clared that a million dollars is 
needed for more buildings in order 
that the fair may be developed as it 
should be. 
In the absence of 8. Harold 
Powell, general manager of the Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Exchange, C. C. Teague 
of Santa Paula read a brief state- 
ment from Mr. Powell reviewing the 
outstanding features of the work of 
the exchange for the past year, elab- 
orating upon them as he proceedéd. 
Only through a large organiza- 
tion of growers, Mr. Teague pointed 
out. could an advertising campaign 
such as that carried on by the ex- 
change be practicable. The cost to 
the grower has been about two cents 
a box, an expenditure which has re- 
sulted in increasing the consumption 
and the market value of the fruit. 
The need of increasing the de- 
mand for lemons, the present pro- 
duction of which in California will 
exceed any previous years’ total 
consumption of both foreign and 
domestic fruit, was emphasized. The 
people will have to be induced to con- 
sume $0 per cent. more lemons than 
ever before if the forthcoming crop 
is to be disposed of. It is proposed 
to bring this about through a highly 
organized system of distribution, an 
investigation of the methods of re- 
tail distribution and the encourage- 
ment of the us@ of lemon juice on 
the part of the dispensers of soft 
drinks. The exchange may establish 
stands of its own in different parts 
ef the country to popularize the de- 
mand for orange and lemon juices in 
cold drinks. |

HE GOVERNOR'S SIGNATURE. 

At last the agony is over; the thirty 
days of grace allotted to the Governor for 
approving bills have expired, and the pub- 
lic is freed of the Jawmakers for another 
two years. The taxpayers have received 
an awful wallop, the worst ever delivered 
by a State administration; and the average 
citizen will be inclined: to regret that the 
Governor did not close his eyes and select 
by lot the bills he would sign and reject. 

The financial casualties are listed in an- 
other article; it suffices to say that the 
State’s $5,000,000 treasury surplus has been 
wiped out and a deficit of many millions is 
in prospect. Most of the objectionable bills 
not relating to finances seem to have been 
signed and many of the good ones vetoed. 
In a number of cases it would seem that the 
Governor tried to build up his political 
fences. 

In the hundreds of bills signed by the 
Governor The Times finds few that are 
worthy of favorable comment. The Gov- 
ernor signed the bill making the Los Ange- 
les State Normal School a branch of the 
State University, one of the best pieces of 
legislation Los Angeles has secured in a 
decade. He signed a bill consolidating a 
number of little commissions under the 
State Board of Agriculture, ani another 
bill reducing the number of State water 
commissioners from three to one. He 
signed the bill for Los Angeles county flood 
control and an appropriation to establish 
a university farm at Riverside; also bills 
increasing appropriations for the public 
schools. And that is about the extent of 
commendable legislation. 

Among the doubtful bills that he signed 
is the appropriation of $3,000,009 which 
goes to pay for damages that should right- 
fully be assessed against the Armour in- 
terests in the Sutter basin; a bill appro- 
priating $1,000,000 for a State board to use 
in real estafe speculation; general and ap- 
propriation bills that waste millions of 


tax money; a number of bills that are likely 


to affect unfavorably the values of State and 
municipal securities: and a community- 
property bill which was opposed by the bar 
associations, banks, insurance companies 
and fraternal orders because they believe it 
will unsettle business conditions and lead 
to limitless litigation over estates. 

Apparently the Governor sougat to strad- 
dle the community-property question. Four 
community-property bills passed the Legis- 
lature. They were favored by an associa- 
tion that claimed to represent 90,000 wom- 
en voters in California. The Governor 
signed the bill that the women favored most 
and vetoed the three others. The new law 
permits the wife to dispose of half the com- 
munity property ty will, but does not give 
her any control or management of business. 
Just what the law will do the courts alone 
can determine. 

Prominent among the bills which the Gov- 
ernor vetoed was one which took the con- 
trol of the fishing industry out of the pow- 
er of the State Market Commissioner and 
repealed the bill passed by the 1917 Legis- 
lature empowering him to fix the price 
of fish This bill passed the Assem- 
bly, after an extended hearing, without a 
single dissenting vote. It passed the Sen- 
ate with but four dissenters. They claimed 
‘that the State should not surrender its 
right to fix the price of foodstuffs. They 
represented the old Progressive Armaged- 
donists—all that is left of them—and it was 
the old Progressive influence that beat the 
Scott fish bill. “Perish an industry rather 
than a political principle” was the Progres- 
sive cry; and it was on this theory that the 
Governor acted. 

The Governor failed to sign the osteo- 
pathic bills which the osteopaths wanted 
and signed the one which they opposed. 


Apparently the Governor has aided the 


State Medical Society in its campaign to 
deprive the osteopaths and chiropractors 
of the right of giving treatment of any 
kind for a fee. 

For the second time the Governor vetoed 
an anti-trading-stamp bill. The reason he 
advances is that the acts are of doubtful 
constitutionality: but a perusal of many 
bills to which be has affixed his signature 
gives the impression that he is not always 
so considerate of fine points of the law. 

The Governor refused to sign an appro- 
priation of $48,000 for the Pacific colony, 
something in which the women of Southern 
California were interested; he disproved 
the founding of a psychopathic hospital in 
San Fran and turned down an appro- 
priation of $400,000,000 for the State Uni- 
versity. 

Few Legislatures have made so weak a 
showing in constructive legislation passed; 
none have been so extravagant with the 


taxpayers’ money. 
a BUSINESS OVER TO THE 
POLITICIANS. 

It one of these 100 per cent. efficiency ex- 
perts happened to be passing througi our 
city he would suggest that the city should 
practice pushing a wheelbarrow or running 
a delicatessen before it embarks on the 
elaborate programme of public ownership 
and operation which the Spenders have 
planned.

The Gity of Angels should certainly fear to 
tread where the unwise have rushed in. 

It is impossible to contemplate anything 
but disaster if the municipality assumes 
the load which some unthinking ones would 
place upon it. As one representative citi- 
zen explains it: the town is su permeated 
with puny politics that it cannot run a 
grand jury or a police raid without making 
a joke of itself in the larger eyes of the 
world. Even the bonds which the taxpay- 
ers would have to saddle upon themselves 
in taking over the utilities would be under 
suspicion before the prospect of municipal 
management. 

The national administration had the bon- 
efit of unquestioned powers, unlimited cap- 
ital and the almost gratuitous service of 
the world’s greatest experts and vet it mis- 
erably failed in the operation of practically 
all the utilities ever which it assumed con- 
trol. There are but six railway systems 
left in the country that can indicate any 
profit whatever. Freight and passenger 
rates to the great and uncomplaining pub- 
lic were advanced from 20 to 50 per cent. 
and yet in the face of it all the railway 
deficit for the first fifteen months of Fed- 
eral operation exceeded $440,000,000. In 
the stock market the price of nearly all rail- 


| way securities has fallen from 10 to 25 per 
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cent. This means a depreciation of a bil- 
lion dollars in the tangible value of the 
properties. Operation by the government 
has almost wrecked the investments of hun- 
dreds of thousands of stockholders. : 
Administration of the wires, the cables 
and the express business has been no less 
disastrous. The cost of telephone service. 
has in many cases doubled and many thou- 
sands of subscribers have been forced to 
have their instruments disconnected. Even 
the machinery which the government has 
for the collection of its taxes is the most 


“cumbersome and costly on earth. A private 


corporation ambitious for efficiency could 
do the work at half the expense. 

Yet in the face of the business tragedies 
that have invariably resulted from any am- 
hitious plan of public operation there are 
thoughtless propagandists who go merrily 
on, urging an enlargement of government 
or municipal ownership of everything un- 
der the sun. They represent a shittless 
system of socialism that would put all 
title and responsibility upon the state. Had 
they their whim we would at this momeat 
have municipal gasoline stations and mu- 
nicipal manicure parlors. If you suggest 
this possibility they exclaim: “Why not?” 
They want municipal doctors, State, tailors 
and national plumbers. They expect public 
ownership of all shipping. transportation, 
heat, power, light and merchandise. They 
are strong for municipal barbershops, and 
when we shuffle off they suggest the serv- 
ices of a civic undertaker to plant us in 
a municipal graveyard. 

At the present moment there are inter- 
ests which plan the municipal ownership 
and operation of the major utilities —power, 
light, transportation and the like—which 
will demand the collection and disburse- 
ment of many millions. Yet there is ab- 
solutely no warrant for any hope that this 
operation could offer any improvement or 
economy in service. The city is so honey- 
combed with small-bore politics and the 
State so impregnated with extravagance 
that the taxpayer should hold in holy hor- 
ror all efforts to extend political power and 
authority over the conduct of the utilities 
and the commerce and industry of the city 
and State. 

Government ownership was a fad and 
theory which many advocated because it 
sounded plausible and tended toward a so- 
cial Utopia; but the pitiful experiences of 
yesterday in nation, State and town have 
completely disillusioned thinking men and 
women. Nothing much worse can happen 
than political control of the forces which 
make for the comfort and service of the 
ple.

MONEY-MAD GOVERNMENT. 

Apparently the whole State govern- 
ment of California has gone money mad. 
Associated Press dispatches from Sacramen- 
to carry the information that Gov. Stephens 
has approved all but $2,000,000 of the gen- 
eral and special appropriations passed by 
the late Legislature. 

When the Legislature adjourned State 
Controller Chambers issued a statement to 
the effect that the appropriations exceeded 
by $13,149,227.91 the budget allowance based 
on estimated revenues plus the surplus in 
the State treasury. Subtracting the 82.000. 
000 which the Governor failed to approve, 
the total appropriations for the next two 
years include the whole of the State’s rev- 
enue, as estimated by the budget board, 
the whole of the $5,000,000 surplus in the 
treasury and an additional $11,000,000. 

Mr. Chambers estimated that it would be 
necessary for the Governor to veto at least 
$13,000,000 of the appropriation bills. The 
Governor has vetoed but $2,000,000. 

Such a record of wanton extravagance is 
almost unbeilevable. If the figures were 
not official The Times would be the first to 


doubt them. 


The State budget board, composed of the 
members of the Board of Control and the 
State Controller, made a detailed study of 
the State’s probable revenue for the next 
two years. That amount is fixed in the re- 
port of the board at $47,969,490. Bills 


known to have been signed by the Governor | 
| carry appropriations totaling more than 


$57,000,000; and there afe a number of oth- 
ers whose total is a guess. The estimate 
of the amount of the appropriations bills, 
made by the State Taxpayers’ Association, 
fixes the total at $66,337,891.91, including 
fixed charges. 

The one plausible explanation of this orgy 
of extravagance, which has come to The 
Times, is that the forty fat commissions see 
that they are at the end of their rope; that 
an initiatory amendment will be passed at 
the next general election, cutting down and 
consolidating commissions and limiting 
State expense, and that they must gorge 
themselves during the next two years to 
prepare for a famine. Gov. Stephens has 
apparently forgotten all about his pre-elec- 
tion pledges of retrenchment and economy. 
It is possible that he figures on going to 
Washington next year as a United States 
Senator and leaving his successor to un- 
snarl] the State's finances. | 


The Associated Press dispatches say that 
a statement was prepared by Claud Seavey 
of the State Board of Control estimating — 
the State’s revenue for the next two years 
at $54,000,000, and that the Governor used 
these figures in considering appropriation 
bills. But Mr. Seavey was a member of the 


State budget board that estimated these 


revenues four months ago at $47,000,000, 
and those figures were approved both by 
the State Controller and the Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation. The later estimate can only be 
based on stage money; and the only poss !- 
ble result will be a deficit running into the 
nfillions for the next Legislature to face. 
The appropriation bills signed by the Gov- 
ernor carry $4,900,000 in continuing appro- 
priations; that is, in appropriations which 
need not be met during the next two years.

Mrs. Andrew’ 8. Lobingier de- 
clared, that if it were a case of the 
high cost of high living she would not 
worry a mite. “It is the high cost 
of low living that bothers me,” de- 
clared the speaker. “It is hard 
enough on any woman to be com- 
pelled to think of nothing but food 
all the time, and I'm sure I don't 
understand how women who haven't 
even as much money as I have can 
get along at all.“ 

Mrs. Lobingier was followed by 
Mrs. Matthew 8. Roberston, presi- 
dent, of the Ebell Club, who ae that 
she didn’t intend to say much be- 
cause she didn’t know what to say, 
not understanding why tho cost of 
living ts so infernally high—only, 
Mrs. Roberston did not , mY in- 
fernally.” 

An awful stillness fell upon the 
audience when Mrs. Sidney T. Exley.

In adopting the salary ordinance 
for the coming fiscal year which 
will probably call for a tax rate of 
from 70 to 75 cents, the chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors finds that 
the salary increases will amount to 
approximately $375,000.

The salary of the 
Treasurer has been increased. from 
$300 to $400 per month, and the 
Auditor and Tax Collector from $300 
to, $375, while the County Clerk, 
Superintendent of Schools and the 
Recorder, and a few other — Ba: 
larger departments, have 
creased from $300 to $350. 
The salary increases in the depart- 
rang of charities, which is the larg- 
est branch of the county Nag on 
amount to about $150,000. 
part of this 
department of charities is due to 2 
opening of the Olive View Sanita- 
rium and the Ei Retiro Home. which 
are new this year. 
The increases on the general 
amount to approximately — 
up to date. The amount of money 
that the board will appropriate for 
road construction has not as yet 
been determined. This will increase 
the above figure of $700,000 to some 
extent.
